Twen ty-five d ollars for the kn ob 
an d plate of a fron t d oor may seem 
to be a bit of extravagan ce, but in 
these d ays of high art iu furn ishin g 
a good d eal more than that can be 
spen t for han d chased an d gold plat­ 
ed bron ze kn obs from sjiecial d e­ 
sign s. 
There are hun d red s of pat­ 
tern s of high priced d oor fittin gs, 
an d it is very easy to select kn obs, 
hin ges, lifts, escutcheon s an d other 
fittin gs of the d oors an d win d ows of 
a sin gle story to cost from $350 to 
$500. 
Some of the pattern s aro so 
costly that d ealers d o n ot preten d to 
keep the articles in stock, an d m an u­ 
facturers require time for fillin g 
some ord ers for articles sold by sam­ 
ples or photographic reprod uction s 
of pattern s. If the articles aro to bo 
mad e frum the special d esign s of an 
architect for a particular purpose, 
the cost can easily exten d to thou­ 
san d s of d ollars. 
The d evelopmen t of art in metal 
-work, as applied to the regular trad e 
of build ers’ hard ware, has boon 
grad ual. Born e of the old time work­ 
ers In iron an d brass prod uoed pa­ 
tien tly an d laboriously large an d 
elaborately d esign ed hin ges, kn ock­ 
ers. locks an d latches that were a r­ 
tistic an d are valued tod ay by collect­ 
ors of an tiques.

HIGH PRICED KNOBS. 


Ai© In Metal W ork as Applied New is 
Bandore* Hardware. 
Twenty-five dollars for the knob 
And plate of a front door may seem 
to be a bit of extravagance, but in 
these days of high art in furnishing 
rn good deal more than that can be 
■pent for hand chased and gold plat­ 
ed bronze knobs from special de­ 
signs. There are hundreds of pat­ 
terns of high priced door fittings, 
and it is very easy to select knobs, 
hinges, lifts, escutcheons and other 
fittings of the doors and windows of 
a single story to cost from 6350 to 
$600. Some of the pattens are so 
oostly that dealers do not protend to 
keep the articles in stock, and manu­ 
facturers require time for filling 
some orders for articles sold by sam 
pies or photographic reproductions 
of patterns. If the articles are to he 
made from the special designs of an 
architect- for a particular purpose, 
tbs cost can easily extend to thou- 
da of dollars. 
The development of art in metal 
w ork, as applied to the regular trade 
of builders’ hardware, has been 
grad aah Some of the old timework 
era in iron and brass produced pa­ 
tiently and laboriously large and 
elaborately designed hinges, knock 
looks and latches that were ar­ 
tistic and are valued today by collect­ 
ors of antiques. The present work­ 
ers oan oast and finish in a few 
hours many elaborately designed 
knobs, plates and binges, and artists 
are em ployed to design dainty,grace­ 
ful and appropriate patterns or to 
copy and apply the best and most 
practicable designs that art has pro­ 
duced so that the ornamentation of 
knob and plate may be artistic and 
refined. 
The demand for knobs and plates 
has ran through plain finished brass 
and wrought iron to brass and 
bronze, with varied finishing. Ox­ 
idized copper finish seems to be 
preferred now for articles of moder­ 
ato oost, but silver plated brass and 
bronze,gold plated bronze and bronze 
with oxidized silver finish or verd 
antique finish are used in the most 
costly bouses. The demand for cast 
iron, wrought iron and steel, with 
dull black finish, has increased to 
some extent, hut they are the only 
methods that can be used appropri­ 
ately in some instances. 
Designs 
that are in harmony with the colo­ 
nial style of architecture have been 
produced, and they are severely 
plain when alongside some of the 
designs from the French school. 
Polishing and hand chasing make 
the oost of hardware mount up, but 
the niceties of casting have been de­ 
veloped so much in recent years 
that some plates and other articles 
need only to he cleaned with sand 
and touched in spots with files ^nd 
emery paper. The process used in 
finishing some of the metal is, 
through the fumes of acids, danger­ 
ous for the workmen, but in the 
foundries and machine shops the 
smiths and machinists may work for 
many years without loss of health. 
In one foundry in Connecticut are 
smiths who are robust and skillful 
at 60 years of age, and in the ma 
chine shops adjoining are mapy old 
workmen, some of whom have made 
snob valuable improvements on ma­ 
chines for making locks that tho at 
tachments or devices have not been 
patented owing to the fear of having 
them stolen or copied. The company 
and the faithful old workmen keep 
the secrets.—New York Times. 


Tem pted My tb s Stomps. 
I once talked with a man who had 
served a term in prison for embez- 
xlement. He said that the first step 
in his downfall was the stamp draw­ 
er. The clerks in that store, as in 
many, if not in most stores, helped 
themselves to stamps from this 
drawer for their private letters, us­ 
ing the firm’s stationery also. What 
more natural than that they should 
take a few more stamps if they were 
ordering some trifle by mail? Hav­ 
ing made this start and seeing no 
trouble therefrom, how easy it was 
to take a larger amount when a 
more expensive article was wanted! 
The step from the dollar’s worth of 
stamps to the dollar itself was not a 
very long one, and then to larger 
amounts, followed at length by dis­ 
covery and prison! This was the 
man’s story, and it set me to think­ 
ing.—Hardware.

him enunciating the Monroe doctrine) 
It was read from the desk, receiving 
close attention. The resolution, pre-’ 
amble and all, in full, Is as follows: 
“Concurrent resolution relative to the 
assertion sud enforcement of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine: 
“Resolved, By the senate, the house 
of representatives concurring, that, 
whereas. President Monroe, in his mes­ 
sage to congress of Dec. 2, Anno Dom­ 
ini 1823, deemed It proper to assert as 
a principle in which the rights and In­ 
terests of the United 8tates are In­ 
volved, that the American continent, 
by the free and Independent condition 
which they have assumed and main­ 
tained. were thenceforth not to be con­ 
sidered as subjects for future coloniza­ 
tion by any European power. 
“Where as. President Monroe further 
declared In that message that the Unit­ 
ed States would consider any attempt 
by the allied powers of Europe to ex­ 
tend their system to any portion of this 
hemisphere as dangerous to our peace 
and safety; that with the existing col­ 
onies and dependencies of any Euro­ 
pean powers we have not Interfered 
and should not Interfere; but that with 
the governments who have declared 
their Independence we have on great 
consideration and on just principles 
acknowledged, we could not view any, 
interposition for the purpose of oppres-, 
sing them or controlling In any other 
manner their destiny by any European' 
power, In any other light than as th$ 
manifestation of an unfriendly dispo­ 
sition toward the United States; and, 
further reiterated in that message that 
it is impossible that the allied powers 
should exteud their political system to 
any portion of either continent with­ 
out endangering our peace and happi­ 
ness; and, 
•‘Whereas, The doctrine and policy 
so proclaimed by President Monroe 
have since been repeatedly asserted by 
the United States by executive declara­ 
tion aud action upon occasions and ex­ 
igencies similar to the particular occa­ 
sion and exigency which caused them 
to be first announced and have been 
ever since their promulgation, and now 
are the rightful policy of the United 
States. 
“Therefore, Be It resolved. That thq 
United States of America reaffirms and 
confirms the doctrines and principles 
promulgated by President Monroe ini 
ids message of Dec. 2. 1823, and de­ 
clares that it will assert and maintain 
that doctrine and those principles and 
will regard any infringement thereof, 
and particularly any attempt by any 
European power to take or acquire any 
new territory on the American conti­ 
nent or any islands adjacent thereto 
for any right or sovereignty or domin: 
ion in the same, in an ycase or ln7 
stance as to which the United States 
shall deem such attempt to be danger­ 
ous 
to its peace or safety, by 
or 
through force, purchase, cession, occu­ 
pation. pledge colonization, protector­ 
ate. or by control of the leasemcut In 
canal or any other means of transit 
across the American isthmus, whether 
on unfounded pretension of right In 
cases of alleged boundary disputes or 
under other unfounded pretensions, aa 
the manifestations of an unfriendly 
disposition toward the United States 
and as an interposition which it would 
be impossible in any form for the Unit­ 
ed States to regard with Indifference.

Mr. Lodge sought to pass the 
bill granting a pension to the widow 
of Gen. Coggswill, but Mr. Allen led 
a vigorous opposition, claiming that 
the widows of generals were being un­ 
duly preferred over the widows of the 
plain soldiers. 
The bill was finally 
passed. Mr. Mills offered a resolution 
declaratory of the policy of the gov 
eminent against issuing bonds, favor­ 
ing the speedy extinction of the na­ 
tional debt, aud for the coinage of the 
silver bullion in the treasury.

Washington, Jan. 20.—The house has 
passed the pension appropriation bill, 
to the consideration of which M has 
devoted an entire week. Mr. Bartlett 
(Dem., N. Y.) raised s point of order 
against all new legislation proposed iii 
the way of amendments, such as the 
looking to makiug s pension a “vested 
right,” etc., and Mr. Dingley of Maine, 
who was in the chair, sustained them. 
In 
this way the clause in the 
bill 
changing existing law so ss to allow 
widows to obtain pensions under the 
act of 1890, whose net income did not 
exceed $500 per annum, was stricken 
out. 
Mr. Bartlett, however, did not 
raise the point against the provisions 
making pensions under the set of 
1890 rejected, suspended or dismissed, 
and afterward allowed to date from 
their first 
application. 
It was an­ 
nounced in the debate that bills cover­ 
ing the amendment ruled out would be 
reported 
from the In valid 
pensions 
committee. The pension bill ss passed 
carries $141,325,820, about $50,000 less 
than the estimate. 


Washington, Jan. 22.—'Two opposing 
phases of the Monroe doctrine were 
presented in the senate, one form the 
committee on foreign relations, favor­ 
ing a strong reaffirmation of the doc­ 
trine, and another from Mr. Sewell of 
New Jersey urging th::t tbs doctrine 
bad Leon earned so far beyond its 
scope as to threaten dangerous conse­ 
quences.

Senato r D avis’ fann* had preceded 
him.

Calves* T eeth . 
A writer in the Breeders’ Gazette 
says: 
“The first thing of importance to the 
breeder Is to see that the calf is a 
mature one when dropped. A 
sign is a mouth full of teeth. Never 
try to raise a calf without front teeth, 
or with only two; it will disappoint 
you all the way up to a cow, and will 
then probably add sorrow to disap­ 
pointment.” 
The teeth of the newly born calf are 
worth looking after, first, as an Indl 
cation that it lias been carried for full 
time, and second, because it affords 
an index to the precociousness of the 
calf, which is only another name for 
the 
early 
maturing quality. 
The 
“pinchers,” that is, the two middle In- 
cisors, ought to be present at birth, 
even in common animals; so, also, 
ought those next to the pinchers which 
are the first intermediate teeth. In 
calves which will develop early the 
second intermediate teeth ought to be* 
present In five days and In common 
stock at about twelve. The “corners’ 
appear in precocious animals in twelve 
days, and in common stock in about 
eighteen. The first molars In early de 
velopiug animala come in at from six 
to twelve days and In late maturing 
calves in from eighteen to thirty days. 
The second and third molars ought to 
lie present at birth lf the animal is to 
develop early, aud will come shortly 
after in late maturer*. There is some 
variability in the eruption in the tem­ 
porary teeth, but a pretty full lower 
jaw is an evidence of early maturing 
power.

He studied 
law with Alexander W. Randall, after­ 
wards the war governor of Wisconsin, 1 
and was admitted to practice in 1850. 
His first vote was cast for Abraham 
Lincoln in ISG) After a thorough pre­ 
paration, he commenced the practice 
of law in Waukesha, Wis. In ISI52 lie 
closed his law office aud went into the 
war os first lieutenant of Company B, 
Twenty-eighth Wisconsin infantry. He 
served nearly two years in the Army j 
of the Tennessee, In Kentucky, Ten- j 
nessee, Arkansas and Mississippi, a 
part of that time on responsible staff j 
duty. In 1864. being disabled by the ! 
hardships of the service, he resigned 
from the army, and, like many others, j 
sought and found in Minnesota a re- i 
storative of health thus impaired. 
He settled in St. Paul aud formed a 1 
partnership with Gen. W. A. Gorman, 
ex-governor of Minnesota Territory.

to maintain It. It practically dosed 
’tbs debate on the subject In the sen­ 
ate, and compelled a reluctant opposi­ 
tion to perform an act of justice in the 
house. Among the score of speeches 
delivered In the senate and bouse pend­ 
ing the bill for the admission of the 
two Dakotas and the new states of the 
Northwest, this speech remains the 
jurist’s and statesman’s vade mecum 
on the legal aspects of territorial his­ 
tory, as well as on the more equitable 
and reciprocal rights, duties and priv­ 
ileges of the territories and the nation. 
After his appointment to a position 
on the committee on foreign relations, 
Senator Davis came rapidly to the 
front aa an authority on diplomacy 
and international law. Ilia previous 
studies in that line, his general grasp 
of large questions, and his special fac­ 
ulty of analysis and research enabled 
him to render services seldom expected 
of new men on the committee. His 
expositions of the Monroe doctrine 
have bran among the most luminous 
beard on the floor of the senate. 
Senator Davis illustrates bls Ameri­ 
canism by his speech in the senate de­ 
livered in the month of April, 1802. It 
was called out by the proposition of 
Herr Cahensly, a member of the Ger­ 
man parliament, appealing to the for­ 
eign nations to denationalize American 
Institutions, by planting colonies on 
our soil In compact masses .so as to 
perpetute foreign customs, languages 
and allegiance through generations un­ 
born. This scheme was denounced by, 
Senator Davis In a speech which at­ 
tracted profound attention at home 
and abroad, for it was given grc*at cir­ 
culation iii Enrols', by translation into 
nut ny foreign languages. 
As the first term of Senator Davis 
approached its conclusion it became 
evident that he was practically the 
unanimous choice of his party for re­ 
election. Tho Republican state con­ 
vention which assembled in St. Paul iu 
Slay, 1862, to elect delogates-at-large 
to the Minneapolis national conven­ 
tion, after listening to an able speech 
from him ou the issue's of the day. 
adopted, by a rising vote, a motion en­ 
dorsing him for his own successor. 
When the state convention met in July, 
to nominate a state ticket, the unprec­ 
edented action was taken of formally 
announcing him as the senatorial can­ 
didate of the imrty. In neither con­ 
vention was a dissenting voice raised. 
A Republican legislature was cheson, 
and Senator Davis wcs re-elected for 
the term ending March 3, ROO. 
AI snit July I, I SJH, Senator Davis 
performed the unpremeditated act 
which gave him at once a national 
prominence. As a result of the Pull­ 
man strike interstate commerce was 
paralyzed in Chicago and its suburbs, 
mail trains were stopped and anarchy 
seemed about to prevail. A committee 
of assumed labor leaders at Duluth 
wired Senator Davis, asking him to 
support a resolution introduced by 
Senator Kyle, which was plainly in­ 
tended to embarrass the authorities 
and encourage rioters. The senator 
promptly returned the following tele­ 
gram: 
“To D. D. Mclnnia. Duluth, Minn.:— 
I have received your telegram. I will 
not support Senator Kyle’s resolution. 
It is against your own real welfare. It 
is also a blow at the security, peace 
and rights of millions of people who 
never harmed you or your associate's.

J. P. C. Holland of Kansas asks: “la 
it any advantage to roll the ground 
after seeding?” to which the Prairie 
Farmer replies: 
This depends much upon tbe nature 
of the aojl and the climate and onjtln 
crop seeded. In very many cases, roll 
ing the soil after corn baa been plant­ 
ed Is a decided advantage .especially 
if the ground is cloddy. On the other 
hand, rolling after wheat bas been 
drilled in is not only uncommon, but 
would rarely be advisable. Where 
grass or clover seed la sown in tho 
spring on land which was sown to 
wheat or other toll small grain, rolling 
la often advisable, lf the ground Is dry 
enough. Clay sofia may he helped by 
rolling In many eases, or greatly in­ 
jured lf rolled when wet. In the ob­ 
servation of the writer, the use of the 
roller la not Increasing in the Central 
Western states, various drags, or 
smoothing implements being substi­ 
tuted for it. Where grass and clover 
has been Injured bat not destroyed by 
“heaving” in the winter, rolling in the 
spring la often helpful. Assuming our 
correspondent refers to seeding with 
small grain or grass, the probabilities 
are that rolling before woald be pref­ 
erable to rolling after tbe seeding baff 
been done.

the Republican candidate for govern­ 
or, after a memorable contest. He was 
duly elected, and his official record was 
in every respect creditable. 
Gov. Davis declined a re-nominatiou, 
and retired to private life at the end of 
his two years’ term. He resumed the 
practice of law, which he pursued with 
ardent devotion and ever-augmented 
success. But his eloquent voice and 
pen were in frequent demand on occa­ 
sions of public ceremony, and .he al­ 
ways filled the full measure of the oc­ 
casion—thus constantly increasing and 
extending his oratorical fame. He was 
also an Interested, active participant in 
political affairs. 
In 1884 the Blaine men of Minnesota 
selected (3. K. Davis as their standard­ 
bearer, and sent him as a delegate-at- 
large to the Chicago convention. Hero 
he made the principal nominating 
speech for Blaine, and contributed 
largely to his nomination. For ten 
years he was recognized as the Blaine 
leader in tbe Northwest, and has in­ 
herited much of that magnetic states­ 
man’s strength. 
During all of 1886 the state press, 
with striking unanimity, advocated the 
election of C. Iv. Davis as United 
States senator. When the legislature 
of 1887 met, It was found that the sen­ 
timent in his favor was so strong 
among the members that Senator Mc­ 
Millan gracefully withdrew as a can­ 
didate for a third term, and on the roll 
being called for the Republican legis­ 
lative caucus Gov. Davis received ev­ 
ery vote. The legislature confirmed 
the caucus’ decision, and he was elect­ 
ed for the term of six years, commenc­ 
ing March 4, 1887. 
Senator Davis’ fame had preceded 
him. He received a hearty welcome 
from his illustrious compeers, and was 
soon assigned to positions of com­ 
manding influence, seldom conceded to 
new senators. An early and conclus­ 
ive evidence of his prompt recognition 
was his appointment to the chairman­ 
ship of the committee on pensions. No 
such important trust was ever before 
committed to a senator iii tile first 
months of his career. Thenceforward 
lie had charge of all pension legisla­ 
tion. general and private, and the zeal, 
intelligence and patriotism of his acts 
earned for him tbe special gratitude 
and devotion of the veterans of tbe 
war. 
In the earliest months of his service 
iu the senate. Senator Davis gave sig­ 
nificant utterance to his sympathy 
with the veterans, pa well as to some 
well grounded principles of statesman­ 
ship. This utterance is contained in 
his report (No. 1667) dated June 28, 
1888, on President Cleveland’s numer­ 
ous vetoes of private pension bills. 
That report became the text hook in 
the presidential campaign of 1888, and 
largely contributed to the election of

Persona struck by lightning have 
lad small holes drilled In the skull, 
but otherwise they were not marked. 
Victims have been horribly burned 
aud even dismembered. A stroke of, 
lightning has cut off a man’s ear, or 
shaved his hair and beard dean, aud 
not hurt him in any other way. The 
markings are often curious. Blue is 
the common color, but they have been 
red, green and black, and occasionally 
the whole body turns black. Negroes 
who have been struck by lightning 
have had their skins bleached In spots 
to absolute 
whiteness. One 
negro 
struck by lightning found, after he 
had recovered consciousness, that he 
had one completely white arm, and 
the rest of his body being as black as 
usual. Blindness, deafness, and either 
total or partial paralysis are frequent 
consequences of lightning strokes. 
Sometimes the lightning selects a sin­ 
gle object on a man’s person and as­ 
sails that without apparently touch­ 
ing the man himself. Coins have been 
melted until they stuck together iii a 
man’s pocket, while he suffered no ill 
consequences. 
Keys, 
watches and 
watch chains, metal cartridges and 
eyeglass frames have been more or 
less damaged, while the persons wear­ 
ing them were almost uninjured. 
Clothing, too has been almost demol­ 
ished without injury to its wearer, 
Iron tacks have been pulled out of 
shoes and rubber boots destroyed fro 
quently. The brass eyelets were once 
torn out of a man’s shoes, but he 
hardly felt the shock.—Public Opinion. 


A R are Lot o f L etters F rom E a g lle k 
an d 
S cotch 
W riters. 
There has recently been brought to 
light in an ancient Caithness ensile a 
most remarkable and priceless collec­ 
tion of old letters, which, though the 
holograph productions of many of the 
most eminent persons of the century, 
have, curiously enough, without excep­ 
tion, hitherto escaped publication. Tin 
letters, which date from the year 1800 
to 1850, number several hundreds. 
They are all addressed to George 
Thomson, the distinguished musical 
amateur who, at the end of the last 
century, projected and carried to a suc­ 
cessful issue a new classical “Miscel­ 
lany of Scottish Song,” to which Burns 
was a contributor, along with several 
of the writers and musicians named. 
Tile majority of the' letters treat at 
some length, with much InterosL and 
often with great humor, upon various* 
phases of Scottish minstrelsy, deal iii 
many cases with contemporary literary 
affairs, and in several instances throw 
new’ light upon that rich period of 
Scotch lyrical feuaseuce in which 
Burns took so exalted aud Influential a 
part. This section of the letters docs 
not, however, in Its importance, excel 
those written more recently, and the 
confidential epistles of men like Byron. 
Scott, Moore and Dickens (whose wife 
was Thomson’s granddaughter) contain 
matter which no sympathetic student 
of English literature could read with­ 
out the most intense interest. 
The existence of these letters—care­ 
fully preserved by the relatives and de­ 
scendants of George Thornton)—was 
only a few days agq made known to 
such eminent literateurs os Hasson and 
Henley, and it is understood that some 
of those more closely related to Barns 
will find publication in a permanent 
form in Henley’s edition of “Barns’ 
Life and Letters,” to he Issued some 
time next year. The publication of the 
letters as a whole—or at all events such 
of them and extracts of others as are 
considered of the greatest public Inter­ 
est—by the present custodian of the 
collection, and the first, though by no 
means the most interesting, Install­ 
ment, will Include letters from Mrs. 
Robert Borns (Jean Armour), Gilbert 
Boras, the brother of the poet, and

with uncovered heads 
It is done at 
the house, church or hall, when the 
remains are borue out and at the 
grave during fhe service there. Pall­ 
bearers and members of organizations 
to which the deceased belonged and 
the at.ending clergymen after being 
in the crowded room, p erhap s p ersp ir­ 
ing, will p ass thence without any 
covering for the head for some dis­ 
tance to the carriages irresp ective of 
the temp erature without- 
As a re­ 
sult, catarrhs, neuralgias, bronchitis, 
abscesses of the cars and many other 
affect ious are p roduced that fina'ly 
result, in many cases, as stated above, 
in death. 
Anti why? It in no benefit 
or even resjw» ct for tiie dead, who are 
sleep ing their last sleep . It is really 
no testimonial of resp ect for the living, 
further than a thoughtless custom hss 
made it so. 
Who are sensible and in­ 
dep endent enough as individuals or 
fraternities to inaugurate a reform on 
this line? 
Will not the funeral di­ 
rectors assist ?

We refer to the 
habit of pall-bearers and members of 
fraternities at funerals standing out* 
doors, often for a considerable time, 
and without reference to the weather, 
with uncovered heads 
It is done at 
the house, church or hall, when the 
remains are borne oat and at the 
grave daring the service there. Pall­ 
bearers and members of organizations 
to which the deceased belonged rad 
the attending clergymen after being 
in the crowded room, perhaps perspir­ 
ing, will pass thence without any 
covering for the head for acme dis­ 
tance to the carriages irrespective of 
the temps rat are without. As a re­ 
sult, catarrhs, neuralgias, bronchitis, 
abscesses of the ears and many other 
affections are produced that finally 
result, in many cases, as stated above, 
in death. And why? It is no benefit 
or even respect for the dead, who are 
sleeping their last si—p. It is really 
no testimonial of respect for the living, 
further than a thoughtless custom has 
made it so. Who are sensible and in­ 
dependent enough as individuals or 
fraternities to inaugurate a reform on 
this lioe? Will not the funeral di­ 
rectors assist ?

M etal W ork as A p p lied N ow to 
B u ild e r s’ H ard w are. 
Twenty-fivo dollars for the knob 
and plate of a front door may seem 
to be a bit of extravagance, but in 
these days of high art in furnishing 
a good deal more than that can bo 
spent for hand chased and gold plat­ 
ed bronze knobs from special de­ 
signs. 
There are hundreds of pat­ 
terns of high priced door fittings, 
and it is very easy to select knobs, 
hinges, lifts, escutcheons and other 
fittings of the doors and windows of 
a singlo story to cost from §350 to 
$500. 
Some of the patterns aro so 
costly that dealers do not protend to 
k koexi the articles in stock, and manu­ 
facturers require time for filling 
some orders for articles sold by sam­ 
ples or pbotographio reproductions 
of patterns. If the articles aro to ho 
made from the special designs of an 
architect for a particular purpose, 
the cost can easily extend to thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
The development of art in metal 
work, as applied to the regular trade 
of builders’ hardware, has been 
gradual. Borne of the old time work­ 
ers in iron and brass produoed pa­ 
tiently and laboriously large and 
elaborately designed hinges, knock­ 
ers* locks and latches that were a r­ 
tistic and are valued today by collect­ 
ors of antiques. 
The present work­ 
ers oan cast and finish in a few 
hours many elaborately designed 
knobs, plates and hinges, and artists 
aro employed to design dainty .grace­ 
ful and appropriate patterns or to 
oopy and apply the host and most 
practicable designs that art has pro­ 
duced so that the ornamentation of 
a knob and plate may’ he artistic and 
refined. 
Tbo demand for knobs and plates 
has run through plain finished brass 
and wrought iron to brass and 
bronze, with varied finishing. Ox­ 
idized copper finish seems to he 
preferrod now for articles of moder­ 
ate cost, but silver plated brass and 
bronze, gold plated bronze and bronze 
with oxidized silver finish or vord 
antique finish are used in tlio most 
costly houses. The demand for east 
iron, wrought iron and steel, with 
dull black finish, lias increased to 
some extent, hut thoy aro the only 
methods that can ho used appropri- 
ately in some instances. 
Designs 
that are in harmony with the colo­ 
nial style of architecture have been 
produced, and they’ are severely 
plain when alongside some of the 
designs from the French school. 
Polishing and hand chasing make 
the cost of hardware mount up, hut 
the niooties of casting have been de­ 
veloped so much in recent years 
that some plates and other articles 
need only to he cleaned with sand 
and touched in spots with files and 
emery paper. The process used in 
finishing some of the metal is, 
through the fumes of acids, danger­ 
ous for the workmen, hut in the 
foundries and machine shops the 
smiths and machinists may work for 
many years without loss of health. 
In one foundry in Connecticut are 
smiths who are robust aud skillful 
at 60 years of ago, aud in the ma­ 
chine shops adjoining are rnapy old 
workmen, some of whom have made 
suoh valuable improvements on ma­ 
chines for making locks that tho at­ 
tachments or devices have not been 
patented owing to tho fear of having 
them stolen or copied. The company 
and tho faithful old workmen keep 
the secrets.—Now York Times.

Mr. Davis (Rep., Minn ), of the com­ 
mittee on foreign relations, arose as, 
soon as the routine proceedings were 
disposed of and subm itted a favorable 
r*q>ort on the resoluution fram ed by 
him enunciating the Monroe doctrine. 
It was read from the desk, receiving 
close attention. 
The resolution, pre­ 
amble and all, in full, is as follows: 
“Concurrent resolution relative to the 
assertion and enforcem ent of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine: 
“Resolved, By the senate, the house 
of representatives concurring, that, 
whereas. President Monroe, in his mes­ 
sage to congress of Dee. 2, Anno Dom­ 
ini 1823. deemed it proper to assert as 
a principle in which the rights and in­ 
terests of the United States are in­ 
volved. that the American continent, 
by the free and independent condition 
which they ltave assum ed and m ain­ 
tained. were thenceforth not to be con­ 
sidered as subjects for future coloniza­ 
tion by any European power. 
“W here as. President Monroe further 
declared in that message th at the Unit­ 
ed States would consider any attem pt 
by th** allied powers of Europe to ex­ 
tend their system to any portion of this 
hemisphere as dangerous to our jn*ace 
and safety; thnt w ith the existing col­ 
onies an*l dependencies of any Euro­ 
pean powers we have not interfered 
and should not interfere; but that with 
the governm ents who have declare*! 
their independence we have on great 
consideration ami on just principles 
acknowledged, we could not view any, 
interposition for the purpose of oppres­ 
sing them or controlling in any other 
m anner their destiny by any European 
jxnver. In any other light than as the 
m anifestation of an unfriendly dispo­ 
sition toward the United States; and 
further reiterated in that message that 
it is impossible that the allied powers 
should extend their political system to 
any portion of either continent w ith­ 
out endangering our peace and happi­ 
ness; and, 
“Wheron i. The doctrine and policy 
so proclaimed by President Monroe 
have sin**** been repeatedly asserted by 
tin* United States by executive declara­ 
tion and action upon occasions and ex­ 
igencies sim ilar to the particular occa­ 
sion and exigency which caused them 
to be first announced and have been 
ever since their promulgation, and now 
are the rightful policy of the United 
States. 
“Therefore, Be It resolved. T hat thq 
United States of America reaffirms and 
confirms the doctrines and principles' 
promulgated by President Monroe In 
liis message of Dec. 2, 1823, and de­ 
clares that it will assert and m aintain 
thnt doctrine and those principles and 
will regard any infringem ent thereof, 
and particularly any attem pt by any 
European power to take or acquire any 
new territory on th** American conti­ 
nent or any islands adjacent thereto 
for any right or sovereignty or domin­ 
ion in the same, in an yens** or in7 
stance as to which the United States 
shall deem such attem pt to bo danger­ 
ous 
to its peace or safety, by 
or 
through for****, purchase, cession. ->cou- 
pation. pledge colonization, prot.*ctor- 
nto. nr by control of the leasemont In 
canal or any other means of transit 
across the American Isthmus, whether 
on unfounded pretension of right In 
cases of alleged boundary disputes or 
under other unfounded pretensions, as 
the m anifestations of an 
unfriendly 
disposition toward the United States 
and as an interposition which It would 
be impossible in any form for the Unit­ 
ed States to regard with indifference.”

Goose, us I found out to my 
sorrow . 
“The first tw o or three days we se­ 
cured a big batch of fresh eggs, but 
a fte r th a t the ‘find’ began to dw indle 
dow n so fast th a t I determ ined to 
m ake a personal investigation. 
I w ent 
dow n to th e river bottom next day and 
found that instead of being off a tte n d ­ 
ing to business all th e geese w hich 
w ere not sittin g had ‘flocked,’ and 
w ere roving about feeding, ju st as If 
the never expected to lay an o th er egg. 
W hen 1 approached them , instead of 
running aw ay, they all sat dow n and 
began to hiss a t me. 
“ It w as a clear case of strike, and i 
w as a t a loss to know liow to settle the 
trouble. 
I tried putting h alf a dozen 
porcelain eggs in each re st, but it 
would not w ork. T he goes'* cam e up, 
eyed them solem nly and w alked off. 
T hen, in despair, 1 told the lx»ys to p u l 
tin* eggs we had gathered back .and 
see if th at would break the strike. 
“W ell, sir. inside of tw o hours a fte r 
the eggs w ere returned every goose 
w as back .and for the r.ext four or five 
days there w ere m ore eggs laid on the 
Floyd ranch than th ere had been be­ 
fore in y ears; b u t I d are not under­ 
take to fill the egg order.”—W ashing­ 
ton Post.

A w riter in th e B reeders’ 
says; 
"T he first th in g of im portance to the 
breeder is to see th a t the calf is a 
m ature oue w hen dropped. A sure 
sign is a m outh full of teeth. 
N ever 
try to raise a calf w ithout fro n t teeth, 
or w ith only tw o; it will disappoint 
you all th e way up to a cow. and will 
then probably add sorrow to disap­ 
pointm ent.” 
T he teeth of the new ly born calf are 
w orth looking after, first, as an indi­ 
cation th a t it has l>een carried for full 
tim e, aud second, because it affords 
an index to the preeociousness of tin* 
calf, w hich is only an other nam e for 
th e 
early 
m aturing 
quality. 
T he 
“pinchers,” th a t is, th e tw o m iddle in- 
cisors, ought to be present a t birth, 
even in com m on anim als; so, also, 
ought those next to the pinchers w hich 
a re the first interm ediate teeth. 
In 
calves w hich w ill develop early the 
second interm ediate teeth ought to be 
present in five days and in common 
stock at about tw elve. The “corners’’ 
appear in precocious anim als in tw elve 
days, and in com m on stock in about 
eighteen. T he first m olars In early de­ 
veloping an im als com e In at from six 
to tw elve d ay s and in late m aturing 
calves in from eighteen to th irty days. 
T he second and th ird m olars ought to 
l»e present a t b irth if the anim al is to 
develop early, and will come shortly 
a fte r in late m aturers. T here is som e 
variability in the eru p tio n in th e tem ­ 
porary teeth, but a p retty full low er 
jaw is ail evidence of early m aturing 
power.

By fa r the m ost interesting ru in s on 
the coast w ere those we found near 
the entrance to N achevack bay.

Upon a narrow strip of beach a t the 
foot of a precipitous ravine, cutting 
the crest of the m ountain cliffs w hich 
overhang th e sea. half-buried in shin­ 
gles and w eighted w ith a covering of 
heavy tu rf and moss, are the well 
preserved rem ains of w hat w as once 
the residence of a populous tribe. 
T he m ain entran ce had been form ed 
by settin g upon em l the low er ja w ­ 
bones of a w hale. T his led into a 
broad passage w ay. from w hich sm all­ 
er one branched at irregular intervals, 
and w hich term inated a t the various 
.fa m iflr 
ap a rtm en ts 
or 
habitations. 
®Svhales’ bones entered largely Into 
th e construction of the whole, no oth­ 
er m aterial having been used for sup­ 
ports. N aehvaek is fa r beyond the 
northern tree lim it of the coast, and 
these w ere doubtless th e best substi­ 
tu te s for tim bers w hich could be pro­ 
cured for the purpose. The v ertebrae 
of w hales had been used as stools and 
for various other purposes; the fram e­ 
work of kayaks aud kom atiks, skin 
ixiats and sledges w ere of bone and 
horn; th e w eapons and im plem ents 
w ere of stone, bone, liorn and Ivory. 
E nough of these w ere present to have 
filled a ship .but not a scrap of Iron or 
o ther m etal could be found.—Outing. 


H u l l i n g S o i l f o r S e e d . 
J. I*. C. H olland of K ansas asks: “ Is 
it any ad v an tag e to roll th e ground 
a fte r seeding?” to w hich th e P rairie 
F arm er replies: 
T his depends m uch ujxm the n atim 
of tin* soil and the clim ate and on j tin 
crop seeded. In very m any cases, roll 
ing th e soil a fte r corn has been p la n t­ 
ed is a decided advantage .especially 
if th e ground is cloddy. On the other 
hand, rolling a fte r w heat h as been 
drilled in is not only uncom m on, but 
would rarely be advisable. W here 
grass or clover seed is sow n in the 
spring on land w hich w as sow n to 
w heat or other fall sm all grain, rolling 
is often advisable, if th e ground is dry 
j enough. C lay soils m ay be liolix*d by 
rolling In m any cases, or greatly in­ 
jured If rolled w hen w et. 
In the ob­ 
servation of the w riter, the use of the 
roller is not increasing in the C entral 
W estern 
states, various 
drags, or 
sm oothing im plem ents being substi­ 
tu ted for it. W here g rass and clover 
lias been injured but not destroyed by 
“heaving” in tlie w inter, rolling in the 
spring is often helpful. A ssum ing our 
correspondent refers to seeding w ith 
sm all grain or grass, the probabilities 
are th a t rolling before w ould l>e pref­ 
erable to rolling a fte r the seeding bar 
lx*en done.

Capt. D avis w as tit once recognized as 
a prom ising law yer and brilliant o ra t­ 
or. H e w as quickly sought out and 
pressed into service as a cam paign j 
speaker. In the fall of l.stUi he w as j 
elected to the sta te legislature from 
mu* of the St. Paul districts, and served 
efficiently in that capacity. Shortly 
afterw ard s he w as appointed U nited 
S tates district attorney. H is record in 
this office w as one of tine professional 
success, and soon brought him to a 
leading position a t the lair, and also to 
a prom inence in tin* political counsels 
of the party. 
In June. 1873, in* w as nom inated as 
the R epublican candidate for govern­ 
or. afte r a m em orable contest. 
II** w as 
duly elected, and his official record w as 
iu every respect creditable. 
Gov. D avis declined a re-nom lnation, 
and retired to p rivate life at the end of 
his tw o y ears’ term , lie resum ed the 
practice of law , w hich he pursued w ith 
ardent devotion and ever-augm ented 
success. B ut his eloquent voice and 
pen were in frequent dem and on occa­ 
sions of public cerem ony, and .he a l­ 
w ays 1111***1 the full m easure of the oc­ 
casion—thus constantly increasing and 
txtendiug his oratorical fam e. H e w as 
also an interested, aetiv * participant in 
political affairs. 
In 1884 tin* Plain** men of M innesota 
selected C K. D avis as th eir standard- 
bearer. and sent him as a delegate-at- 
large to the Chicago convention.

S enator D avis’ fam e had precede*! 
him . H e received a hearty welcome 
from his illustrious com peers, and w as 
soon assigned to positions of com­ 
m anding influence, seldom conceded to 
new senators.

T henceforw ard 
he had charge of all pension legisla­ 
tion. general and private, and tin* zeal, 
intelligence and patriotism of his acts 
earned for him the special g ratitude 
and devotion of the veterans of the 
wa t*. 
In the earliest m onths of his service 
In the senate. S enator D avis gave sig- 
nlfiennt u tterance to his sym pathy 
w ith the veterans, as well as to som e 
well grounded principles of sta te sm a n ­ 
ship. T his utteran ce is contained in 
his r**ix>rt (No. 1b*‘>7> dated Ju n e *28, 
18,8.8, on P resident C leveland's num er­ 
ous vetoes of p riv ate pension bills. 
T h at rejxirt becam e the text book in 
the presidential cam paign of 188.8, and 
largely contributed to th** election of 
P resident H arrison. It not only proved 
th a t Cleveland had been Inconsistent 
and un ju st in m any of his vetoes, but 
th a t his exercise of this pow er w as 
w rong in principle, unconstitutional 
and a plain usurpation of the preroga­ 
tives of legislation. T h is report cre­ 
ated a profound im pression on all p ar­ 
ties. It stopped a t once th e w holesale 
vetoes, and it thoroughly aroused tlie 
ex-soldier elem ent of the country to 
the fact th a t th e D em ocratic adm inis­ 
tration w as distinctly hostile. 
It w as due to Senator Davis, very 
largely, tliat the rig h ts and claim s of 
the N orthw estern territo ries w ere pre­ 
sented w ith such clearness th a t th eir 
adm ission <*ould not lx* postponed.

It practically closed 
the debate on the subject in the sen­ 
ate. and com pelled a reluctant opjx>sl- 
tion to perform an act of justice in the 
house. Am ong the score of speeches 
delivered in the senate and house pend­ 
ing the bill for the adm ission of the 
j tw o D akotas an*l the new sta te s of the 
N orthw est, this six'cch rem ains the 
ju rist’s and sta te sm an ’s vade mecum 
on the legal aspects of territo rial his­ 
tory, as well as on the m ore equitable 
and reciprocal rights, duties and priv­ 
ileges of the territo ries and the nation. 
A fter his appointm ent to a position 
on the com m ittee on foreign relations. 
S enator D avis cam e rapidly to the 
front as an authority on diplom acy 
and international law. 
llis previous 
studies in th a t lino, his general grasp 
of large questions, and his special fac­ 
ulty of analysis and research enabled

F O t N D IN C A I T H N E S S C A S T L E .

T here has recently been brought to 
light in an ancient C aithness castle a 
m ost rem arkable and priceless collec­ 
tion of old letters, w hich, though the 
holograph productions of m any of the 
m ost em inent persons of the century, 
have, curiously enough, w ithout exeep 
tion, hitherto escaped publication. Tin 
letters, which d ate from th** year lstM 
to 
1850, 
num ber 
several 
hundreds. 
They 
arc all 
addr**ss**d 
to 
George 
Thom son, tlu* distinguished m usical 
am ateu r who, a t th e end of the last 
century, projected and carried to a suc­ 
cessful issue a new classical “ M iscel­ 
lany of Scottish Song.” to w hich B urns 
w as a contributor, along with several 
of tin* w riters and m usicians nam**d. 
Th** m ajority of tlic letters treat at 
som e length, w ith m uch interest, and 
often w ith great hum or, upon various 
phases of Scottish m instrelsy, deal in 
m any cases w ith contem porary literary 
affairs, and iu several instances throw 
new light upon th a t rich period of 
Scotch 
lyrical 
rcnasetuv 
in 
which 
B urns took so exalted and influential a 
part. T his section of the letters <lo* 
not, how ever, in its im portance, excel 
those w ritten more recently, and the 
confidential epistles of men like Byron. 
Scott. Moore and D ickens (whose wife 
was T hom son’s granddaughter) contain 
m a tte r which no sym pathetic student 
of English literatu re could read with 
out tht* m ost intense intei-est. 
T he existence of these letters—care­ 
fully preserved by the relatives and de­ 
scendants of George Thom son—w as 
only a few days agq m ade known t*» 
sta ll em inent literate u rs as M asson and 
Henley, and it is underspxxl that some 
of those m ore closely related to B urns 
will find publication in a perm anent 
form in H enley’s edition of “B urns’ 
Life and L etters,” to lx* issued some 
tini** next year. Tlu* publication of the 
letters as a whole—or a t all events such 
of them and ex tracts of others as are 
considered *>f tlu* g reatest public in ter­ 
est

"P erh ap s 
the most successful of all these Is 
paper, of w hich m any pianos of ex 
quisite tone am i appearance have been 
made. 
The duke of D evonshire has 
one of tin* finest specim ens of paper 
piano, tliis being of French m ake, and 
decorated most ornately w ith pictures 
by 
French artists. T he duke gave 
rsMi guineas for this, m ainly, no doubt, 
on account of tlu* ornam entation. 
I 
suppose you know Unit pianos for very 
hot and very cold < 1}m ates all in stru ­ 
m ents for export, iu fact 
have to be 
specially m ade, and in this direction 
all m anner of experim ents have been 
tried. Among others, a sort of cellu­ 
lose, one factor in w hich is actually 
com mon m olasses, from w hich sugar 
Is m ade, is em ployed, aud a com posi­ 
tion m ade from the chem ical tre a t­ 
m ent of gutta pereha and leath er pulp 
has been tried.

Who are sensible and in­ 
dependent enough as individuals or 
fraternities to inaugurate a reform on 
this line? 
Will not the funeral di­ 
rectors assist?
